1. Armes control diecussions should be etiaulated and lead to really substantial 
reductions in suclear armamente. 


2. The role of nuclear weapons should be reduced as auch a6 possible to lessen our 
dependence on thea. 


3. Special emphasie should be placed on the reduction of the number of nuclear 


weapons with « greater risk of deployment. These weapons have 4 relatively short 
radius of operation and produce relatively emall military results. 


Modernization 


The big question is: how do we achieve this’ How can we get closer to the realization 
of these goais’ It is difficult question ail by iteelf but it is becoming even sore 
difficult sow that we are confronted by « new development in the nuclear arms race: 
the introduction of the 85-20 aiesile and the Backfire bomber, and, in a few years, 
the Pershing I! and the cruise aiestiec. 











with @ view co the aboveementioned gosis it seems at firet sight logical not to 
cooperate in mederniging NATO nuciear weapons. However, we face the following 
considerations: 


in the firet place, all NATO countries have decided affirmatively. Every one of them 
is sineereiy afraid of the modernization and expansion of Soviet nuclear arms, which 
adde to the already existing great superiority of the Soviet Union over Western 

burope a8 regards conventional weapons and medium-range @issiles, Our allies, there- 
fore, consider the modernization of NATO defenses inevitable in order to maintain the 
politica) freedom and independence of Western Europe, it was a difficult decision 

for all, taken only after careful consideration, always on the highest political level, 


if the second place, the grave riske of the new threat can hardly be ignored in the 
Necheriands, In 1979 the Duteh Government agreed with the arguments for modernization 
and there are very few persons who maintain that the threat can be ignored or that 

the Soviet Union is not going to wee ite great superiority in a military or political 
sense, 


© the third place, modernization does not involve weapons which create risks of 
s.c@.eratec deployment or make nuclear war in Burope more likely, as mentioned in 
our third goal, Ite political and military dimensions are completely different 
from those of the neutron bomb rejected by our European aliies. 


Decision on Stationing 


in December the new Dutch Government will have to anewer the question of whether to 
station ecruiee missiles in the Netherlands; thie question is exceedingly important 
for reasons of domestic as well as foreign politics. There are three options: yes, 
no, or delay. 


om the basis of the election programs neither a complete yes nor an absolute no 
appear to have 4 majority in Parliament. 


The very divergent points of view of the big political parties: CDA [Christian 
desoeratic Appeal): perhaps, PvdA [Labor Party): no, VVD [People's Party for Freedom 
6 Democracy,: yes, D'66 (Democracy 1966): not now, make further delay of a 
decision moet likely. 


However, we should keep in mind that we have already postponed a decision by 2 years 
and another delay would seriously upset our allies. Should not a grown-up nation be 
abie to arrive at 4 decision? Anyhow, at some time the Netherlands will have to give 
an anewer and delay will not fundamentally alter the choice. 


However, the most important disadvantage of another postponement, especially if it is 
long, ie that we will lose our clout, especially as regards our most important goals. 
We have achieved some early results which could be 4 combined approach. We are 
cleariy in the lead in NATO a8 regards arms control and reduction of nuclear veapons, 
but if we unilaterally shirk what can be called the most difficult responsiblity of 
all our aliies, our influence is completely gone. Nobody will listen to us.

im agreement with our a.ilesa we must find a solution which gives us the best opportunity

FOr .hetance, we could accept participation but then ask to be relieved of some of 
Our @ix present nuclear tasks, On the basis of military and political arguments the 
poseibilities wiil be much greater if we are also willing to aseume a portion of the 
heavy burden of mocemization, 


We cOuld 4.80 go for something similar to the Belgian formuia, which makes the stationing 
Of Gissi.es dependent on the resuite of arma control. The Netherlands could then 
propose new, responsible but daring initiatives aimed at 4 substantial reduction of 
nuclear armaments, 


There is another possibility: to declare that we accept participation only if the 
‘umber of nuclear arma is diminished. That could also include short distance nuciear 
arms. We would not have any trouble discussing thie with the FRG, our most important 
West European partner, a8 West German Minister of Defense Apel clearly indicated during 
yesterday's speech in The Hague. 


Our participation could also be made subject to ail kinds of other goals by introducing 
reconsideration clauses in case those goals are not or inadequately met. 


in Short, we can think of various options which would not obiige us to accept 
automatically. Absolute refusal will mean complete inability to pursue our goais. 

it aiso fails to soive the problem--those weapons will then be located somewhere 
else in Western Burope--but we would make the FRO very vulnerable. it is an iliusion 
to think that a Dutch refusal would cancel the decision to modernize. Whatever one 
may think of that decision, it is irrevocable. Schmidt has said that he wili resign 
if it is not executed and we need not explain how the political alternative of CDL/ 
CSL of Strauss thinks about modernization. In the German Parliament 484 members were 
in favor of modernization and arms control, four were against, and there were six 
abstentions. However, the FRG continuously points out that it does not want to piay 
4 disproportionately large political and military role on the European continent and 
we prefer it that way. We should vigorously support this and certainly avoid 
obstructing that goal. 


it could of course be argued that it is not right to accept nuclear arms to try to 

get rid of them, but 4 refusal to accept them will contribute even less to a solution. 
it aii doils down to 4 choice between a situation where the Netherlands drops out o: 
the picture and developments around us move ahead, or 4 situation where the Nether iands 
is involved but ite involvement is limited by the prospect of concrete reductions of 
the risks of ruclear arms. A delay of the decision is not necessarily needed but 

if it occurs, it should be short. We should then use the available time well for 

a mutually acceptable alternative to be weighed by all parties involved. 


We can oiways say no, but before we commit ourselves it is always better to investigate 
what concrete steps we can take to actually reduce the risks of nuclear weapons. 
There is still time to act; such an opportunity may never come back.

STATE SECRETARY AKKERMANS ON BCONOMIC POLICY 
Brussels KNACK in Dutch 3 Jun 81 pp 45-47 
[Interview with Paul Akkermans by F.V. |] 


{Text} On behalf of the NOMV [National Christian Middle Class 
Federation] the Antwerp middle-class figure Paul Akkermans, 57, 
has had @ seat since the Martens I cabinet in the Flemish re- 
gional government and so for the time being in the national 
cabinet as well, as secretary of state for Flemish community 
affairs. Whenever battle is joined between a moribund firm 
and the proponents and opponents of state support to save it, 
Akkermans shows up looking a bit lonely in the political news 
with his firm position: no public money for moribund firms 
that have no chance anyway. Akkermans wants to be in the fore- 
front in the world of independent work, with heroic 80-hour 
weeks, the language of the masses, and a great aversion to 
many of the conditions of the day: immoderate social legisia- 
tion, big business, tax on capital, the money policy of the 
banks, in short, everything that is too powerful to be broken 
by the mind and will of the small businessman. Akkermans, 
father of the law on evening shop-closing and president of 
dozens of associations, moves in the political milieu with a 
whole-hearted antistate passion. The portrait of a square 

man who talks a lot about the lottery economy and who once 
launched the hula hoop in Bebgium. 


Paul Akkermans: I was bred and born on the Dam, which is a little out~-of-the- 
way corner of Antwerp between the railroad and the Albert Canal where a few 
centuries ago the lepers were cared for. I lived in that working-class neighbor- 
hood until I was 45 years old. My father started there as a cabinet-maker when 

| was still a toddler. I am the oldest of eight children, so I learned to share 
from childhood. Later, father changed from workman to independent tradesman. We 
attended the local parochial school through the eighth year, and were in the 
church youth movement there. As the oldest of eight, after the liberation I had 
to work in my father's business and so I could not go on to school like my other 
brothers. 


After I got married I set up a little toy shop on the Dam, 16 square meters. For 
ll years I sold marbles there and worked until two or three in the morning 











fixing the show window up with Marklin toy trains and dolls, That toy store came 
inte existence because after some searching | had seen there was none on the Dam, 
So | started with .t, in one of my grandmother's rental houses, with not a franc 

of starting capital and in order not to remain dependent on my father's workshop. 


Aithough | do say it myself, i was well liked. From the time I was 16 until | 

was 28 | lived with the working-class boys of che youth movement. I have camped 

out with them all over Flanders, sometimes with over 120 boys from the Dam, My 

most active period with that movement was in the 1940's; after the liberation we 
still had trouble with all that tramping about. Our gang were the little people, 
the parish. We fought with the somewhat more chic KSA (Catholic Students’ Campaign! 
from the college and became —2 comrades with « ‘ch other. fn the youth movement 
overybody was equai, middle-ciass child and workman's son. The Dam has always 

been a social neighborhood with its own cachet. There are a lot of children of 

doe workers and bargemen who still sail or have returned to the waterside. And 
there is the « laugiterhouwe, which I am still very fond of, with all kinds of 
figures around it that wear their hearts on their sleeves and are inconceivably 
honorable, When | think of all that I get tears in my eyes. I am often criti- 
cited in politics for telling things as I see them, with no frills. The soli- 
darity of our people on the Dam could not be destroyed by anything--not by small 
conflicts of interest and certainly not by politics. 


it was in the 196C's that | gave up my little shop and started a construction 
business with my three brothers. We began with cottages, garages, and the like. 
Later we specialized in schools, country houses, and industrial construction. 
fnen we added an industrial maintenance service. We had a market study done from 
which it appeared that there was a definite demand for repair and maintenance in 
the building sector. Por several years we drove around in 25 trucks doing mainte- 
sance work everywhere. By a couple of years ago that service had declined to 
half a doten trucks, because all that maintenance is now being done by black mar- 
ket workers. I have thus experienced in my own person how unfairly the competi- 
tion of the parallel circuit works, although I can understand the black market 
workers--official work is too heavily taxed and fined in this country. 


‘0 Spread the risks, in addition to the building concern and quick service we now 
have a kitchen installation department, and each of my three brothers (Herman, 
Jozef, and Bavo) is responsible for one branch. I do the supervision, and that 
works fine. All four of us work 80 to 90 hours a week, and that is probably why 
our businesses have no financial problems. 


Generous 


[Question] So you started up after the war. Socially engaged via an organization 
that is pluralistic from the outstart. You do it ali without doctrine, without 
intellectual system, on the basis of a sort of love. 





Akkermans: No intellectual system at all. There is the image of my parents, of 
independent enterprise. The young people of today no longer have that advantage. 
Now the kids have gone to college and they have been made afraid of independent 
enterprise. Nobody ever called our attention to dangers. We began by being 
worth our salt. That small beginning is almost impossible now in this society 
which dominates everything, with the social legislation that has been built up 
since 1945. 





[Question] Against that there is the fact that the middle class also has a very 
successful period behind it, which can hardly be denied. Is it not good for the 
merchant that no 16 square meter shops are opened any more’ 


Akkermans: I am not convinced of that. If you begin in a small way you can work 
and grow with your own means. Nowadays everybody immediately resorts to borrowed 
money, to the government, to professional organizations, and so on, But that way 
you are not the boss of your own business. That is the evil consequence of the 
giamor, of the triumphalism that has led to the wild economic years. I call the 
time of outside money and too fast growth the lottery economy. We have done away 
with the model in which you started frugally, grew slowly, and worked hard. Those 
who were sonsible, built up reserves, can now stand up against the possibilities 
and do not go in heels over head. The failures occur among the people who in the 
intoxication of success made wro xg decisions, went too far, and borrowed too much 
outside money. Those are the businessmen | see now coming to the office looking 
for state support. 


[Question] How much of this is the state to blame for? The private sector has 
aiso worked hard at destroying your small-scale model, has it not? It is not the 
state but the department store that has run the shopkeeper out of business. 


Akkermans: That was possible because people's mentality had been so influenced 
with all the useless luxury--bigger, different, 4 l'anéricaine. That destroyed 
the charm of the rationing life. Peopie now stand silent it a queue, whereas 
rationing would have been bound to remain a piece of generosity. When you cancel 
casual chatter out of everyday life, you destroy something that was fun. 


[Question] And with your ideas you land in the National Christian Middle Class 
Federation (NCMV) and rise rapidly there’ 


Akkermans: They came looking for me. I was brought up Christian from the begin- 
ning, and as a shopkeeper I quickly came to the realization that my colleagues in 
the neighborhood behaved suspiciously and individualistically. Back in 1953 I 
thought: Why don't the shopkeepers work together’? Why don't we act collectively 
on promotion, on publicity? In all sorts of contacts | became aware that they 
had too little organizational talent and had to pay for a lot of things that were 
not justified. I began working on community committees. We held end-of-the-year 
sales, Easter campaigns, barbecues, and competitions. In my little shop I myself 
launched the hula hocp with competitions. 


That fitted perfectiy into the spirit of the NOMV. it had existed since 1945 and 
appealed to me. i became a member of it from the conviction that the middie 
class had a need of professional and interprofessional organization. After my 
own entry into the construction industry, in 1957 I also founded a professional 
organization for that sector, of which I am still president and in which I have 
organized 8,900 contractors to date. 


In the NCMV I started at the bottom of the ladder, in the parochial chapter of 
the Dam. Later I was asked to serve on the NOMV city committee. Then my réle 
broadened out to the arrondissement, the national leadership, and, in the long 
run, the executive committee of the NCMV. But that has been a process of 30 
years’ work. : 











{Question} On the basis of what qualities were you so sought after? 


Akkermans: | don't «now myself, I think mainly it was my fairness toward peo- 
ple. That must have been my big trump card, When I was asked to go into poli- 
tics I did it reluctantly, I fought shy of it, although I knew in the long run 
politics is much concerned with our professional organizations. I did not be- 
come active in the CVP [Social Christian Party] until 1965-1964. A year later 
| was in second place on the senate list in Antwerp and was immediately elected, 


|Question| Senator Akkermans became famous then for his fight against the de- 
partment stores, 


\kneormans: No, not in principle against the department stores, but for evening 
closing. My campaign was dictated by social and familial mot‘ves. The life of 
tue Small independent must be humanized, in everybody's interest, for otherwise 
unfair competition comes into play. I had to come back seven times with my bill, 
“*arting in 1965, until years later it was unanimously passed by both chambers. 


Question, With your populistic image you stand very much alone in Belgian poli- 
tics, which is realy « hostile environment for you. Now and then you do hit 
home, a8 in the Marie Thumas case. But can you really get your positions ap- 
plied in our politicai practices? 


\cermans: In the philosophy of the CVP and in the doctrine of the socialists, 
iitervention of the authorities is acceptable, but only after bankruptcy. My 
fight over Marie Thumas was the occasion of the introduction of a point in the 
government's deciaration of policy: no more public money for businesses that 
are bound to go under. That principle is pretty well applied in good faith by 
the Flemish regional government (it is different in Wallonia), barring such an 
exception as Gregg. 


Question] One gets the impression that state support is a sort uf lottery econ- 
omy, too. A large number of firms disappear unnoticed, while others, thanks to 
a successful political intervention, get state support. 


Axkermans: That is a false picture, as was found at the Info meetings organized 
oy my office. I arrived at the finding that in Flanders there are 435,000 busi- 
nesses, including farms. Of these, 20,000 have made an appeal) to the economic 
expansion law. Of the latter, 800 are rather large firms, and perhaps 10 of them 
are in difficulties. Is it irresponsible to give an interes supplement of 4 to 
6 percent to make investments possibile? The overwhelming majority of the firms 
do not even ask for it. State grants constitute an exception. There are some 

20 firms involved today at most in the Flemish region. 


|\Question] Then what are you so concerned about’? is it perhaps the banks that 
play such an unfavorable economic part’ 


Akxermans: There are some that do it right, but not others. They grant costly 
loans, for the short term instead of the long term, so that inexperienced busi- 
nessmen get themselve<« into an impossible situation. Thet is sometimes painful. 
And is it absolutely necessary for the interest to run 14 percent? Must we keep 
on with the interbank interest rate, which is the result of an agreement among 

the banks and no ionger has anything to do with what was decided earlier, namely 

















that the interest rate was | percent higher than the discount rate? As far as I 
know we have always been to some extent the victims of an artificially boosted 
interest rate. 


Hard Work 


[Question] How has the state contributed to this form of economic disorder? To 
the unknown amounts of money that are circulating, the fiscal fraud, the social 
fraud’? The unpredictability’ 


Akkermans: None of the systems of intervention by the authorities have brought 
about any improvement. Planning must be gentile and modest to help people. Tax 
exemption for those who invest, for example. It must be realized in the managed 
economy that our model costs too much. A start could be made with a few ele- 
mentary things. For example, doing away with the regulations on work clothing 
and the cleaning of work clothing. That costs a medium-sized firm 300,000 francs 
a year, and nobody gets anything out of it. Stopping all sorts of unnecessary 
company medical obligations. All kinds of trifles that cost a lot of money. 

But I admit that the maze of regulations is not the worst problem for our busi- 
nesses Our most serious handicap is the wage attuation. By that I do not mean 
that people are making too much money, for anyone who really works is not easily 
overpaid. It is the whole parafiscality that pushes Belgian wages to the top. 
The net hourly wage in Belgium is 198 |Belgian] francs and in France 134. But 
But the employer's taxes amount to 145 here and 106 in France. Together that 
makes a difference of 100 francs. A number of foreign firms have told me: We 
will not come to Belgium any more. in Germany the wage cost is 15 percent lower 
and the work week longer. Really the work week in Belgium is 35.6 hours, in 
Canada 39, and in England, Germany, and the Netherlands 40. 


[Question] But you were just talking about 435,000 largely successful enterprises 
in Flanders. 


Akkermans: Yes, of which 108,000 have no more than 5 workers. Last year there 
were 3,519 bankruptcies, so there is no reason to get panicky. The press often 
sees only the failures. And then I have not said anything about the 495,000 
independent peopie who practice a trade or profession individually. That they 
manage to keep on their feet is due to their working hard. It does get harder 
every day because the cost price is too high. If we covld find the courage to 
take two social financings that have nothing to do with the firm itself--the 
Sanily allotment and health ineurance--out of social security taxes and fiscalize 
them, the total burden would go down 16 percent. Everybody shrinks back from 
that reasonable and obvious proposal. When such a thing is mentioned they talk 
about rights that have been won and start worrying about such a thing as a tar on 
capital. My answer to that is: Fine, but first abroad. Tax the people that 
have built houses in Palma, Greece, the Bahamas, and the United States. But do 
not start with those who with their money have remained true to our own economy. 
Or tax firms that invest abroad with subsidies they have gotten for their Belgian 
establishments. Agfa Gevaert, Bekaert, and too many others to mention. 


And why must a firm, as part of its energy costs, pay a subsidy that goes to the 
municipalities? Why are insurance premiums so high in Belgium? Why must a 
businessman who wants to pledge his personal possessions as security for an in- 
vestment have the consent of his wife, under our new married persons property 








jaw” «There are @ahy women whe refuse their consent, so that the investment does 
hot go through, Why can @ businessman iose his own house and home under the 
bankruptcy law? Why do we have fo sanitary regulations for imported canned goods, 
as 41) the other countries have’ Here everything has to come in and very littie 
ean go out, Why is the public budget, imeluding that of the Flemish regiona! 
government, never used for the t of industrial prototypes’ Why is our 
medical profession accessary te the abuses of health insurance, so that the cost 
price of health insurance is direetiy proportional to the number of physicians’ 


There will aiways be a feed for an NOMV to keep hammering away at the nonsense of 
the countiess handicaps that prevent us from building up @ healthy economic life, 
The solutions are obvious, But where is the devil that holds up those solution 
and pushes us further and further into the depths’

RCONOMY MINISTER NORGAARD DISCUSSES POLICTES, BC TILES

{Text} “I consider that the eritical situation te the result of estructural and 
market conditions. Both of those factore contributed, but I think that thie te a 
maladjustment crisie rather than 4 crieie of the economic system under which we 
live. Om the other hand, there are obviously some conditions in the capitaliet 
world which can make it very hard to deal with that maladjustment. I do not think, 
ae the monetariete do, that market forces alone can straighten things out. Steps 
need to be taken and plane need to be made, preferably in all the countries be- 
longing to the Buropean Economic Community, above all, but in any case in the 
Ruropean Community and at least in the individual countries.” 





That is what Minister of Reonomic Affaire Ivar Norgaard said in an interview with 
INFORMATION. In hie present position, Iwar Norgaard suet be regarded as one of 
the principal powers behind the government's economic policy. Therefore it is of 
great interest to find out how he views the present crieis and what concepts fore 
the background for the economic policy which is intended to counteract it. 


Structural Characterietice of the Crisis 


Ivar Norgaard believes that, in particular, the following etructurel characteristics 
fore the background for the crisis: 


— oumber of former underdeveloped countries have become industrialized and have 
taken over 4 part of industrial production from the industrialized countries, and 
that has caused employment probleme in the latter. 


~The new, and auch higher, energy prices and the permanent alteration that has 

produced in the terme of exchange between industrial commodities and raw saterials 
calle for « considerable realignment and modification of structures--a process of 
adjustment which is not yet complete. 


~-That realignment, combined with a far greater influx of people into the labor 
market, hase unfortunately not been able to prevent « considerable increase in the 
nuaber of unemployed. The greater influx is due partly to changes in the age 











structure of the population and partly to the increasing frequency with which women 
are becoming active in the business community all over the industrialised world, 
with Sweden and Denmark in the lead im that respect. That ie aleo the explanation 
for the relatively large amount of unemployment in thie country. Sut in a short 
time it will be relatively advantageous for us to hit the peak amount of influx 
and we will have 4 relatively emall influx inte the labor foree thereafter, 


"These conditions, taken al] together, explain why wee=the industrialised countries 
“ware involved in a big erieie of realignment,” Ivar “ rgaard went on to say, “But 
added to that ie the altered relationship of the vat..ve currencies to each other, 
with the permanent relative values having been done away with, replaced by very 
flexible rates of exchange, causing increased uncertainty.” 


A Condition for Aid to Developing Countries Should Be Greater Equality 


lvar Norgaard emphasized how desirable and necessary it ie for the developing 
countries’ economies to develop. “But I think,” he eaye, “that it does not make 
eenee Co give support to developing countries where certain basic human righte, 
including the right to establish free trade unions, are suppressed. for 
developing countries should help to bring about greater equality and the gap 
between rich countries and poor countries emaller, and consequently the fact that 
even greater inequality arises in the very developing countries concerned, instead, 
ie unacceptable,” 


“Mut can one actually expect continued popular becking in the taduetrialized 
countries for increased aid to developing countries to reduce worldwide inequality 
without aspiring to increased equality in the industrialised countries themselves?" 
he was asked, 


"No, and I aleo believe that 4 prerequisite for a policy of international equality 
is closer cooperation both among the trade union organizations and the various 
governments,” he replied. 


Cooperation and Conflicts of Interest 


“The views regarding the causes of the critical situation which you have outlined 
should certainly result in a joint effort, on an international basis, to take steps 
intended to solve the problem-in the energy field, for example, where a general 
deterioration of the terme of trade for almost all the Western countries has taken 
place,” he was told. 


"Ie de clear,” he replied, “that if we are going to pureve 4 reasonable energy 
policy it will be easier if we can countries, 
eo that we do not simple compete in that area. All countries should use the same 

methods to foster energy economy.” “But how can one ge th different 
interests and different political views and P agree 
asked. “Por example, the United States obviously has an interes 
prices because such prices are a prerequisite for increased investments in new 

sources of energy by the private ofl concerns, while our intereste are just the 
opposite--at any rate, over the short term--because we are importere of energy.” 
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Gereral Measures Are inadequate

Recipe for a Crisia Policy 


“Note that | am talking about average coneumption, for some low income groupe can 
well stand somewhat greater consumption if other groupe, on the other hand, do with 
less. | am talking about private consumption, for public coneumption, which calle 
for fewer imports, can perhape continue to riee 4 bit. And finally | am talking 
about pecuniary consumption because there continues to be room for a certein amount 
of increase in intangible coneumption--the coneumption of services. 


“But if one tries to do that with 4 policy which operates in « general way~-ae is 
the case with a policy which te employed eietakenly in gost Western countries--and 
too little with seane which prowide etiuulation in 4 especial way, it produces too 


strongly negative effects on employment. 


"Therefore, my recipe for 4 policy with which to combat the present crisis is to 
combine sero-growth in average, private, pecuniary consumption with «a especial effort 
to stimulate employment and investment in competitive businesses, and at the same 
time one can well permit personal services and public disbursements to rise « bit,” 
the Minister of Economic Affaire eaid.

"le te clear that that ir 4 big barrier to getting an active program under way to 
counteract the erieie,” « enewered, “And have the multinational corporations, 
then, simultaneously gained sharply increasing power and influence?” he was asked. 


"We cannot deny that that ie the way things have gone,” he replied, 


“And with the development of the enormous Burocurrency market «a completely uncon- 
trolled international credit garket te created which places no demande for reserves, 
ete., on the banke. Indeed, ie it not the expansion of credit whieb created the 
financial basie for the expansion of the sultinational corporations!" he wae asked. 


"I, too, thiak that hae increased their freedom of action,” Morgaard replied, 
"That helpe them, and at the same time it weakens the governments’ ability to 
pureve an economic policy.

Counterbalancing Necessary

"I do not have any patented solution, but I can point out a number of seasures 
which can be put into motion in the various sectors,” the Minieter replied.

An Anti-Inflation Policy 





“But what about inflation, then?” he was asked. “Ie it acceptable that there is 
even sore redistribution in the wrong direction--from the poor to the rich?" 
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"le ie true that, in earlier periods, we im the Social Democratic Party did not 
attach a6 quch importance to the idea that it is necessary to pursue an anti~iafla- 
tion policy,” he anewered, 


“Perhaps | should remind you that in 1965 we carried on a discussion in the press 

in which | maintained that inflation could not be accepted, and that it would be 
impossible to keep it at an annual rate of 2 or 3 percent, ae it wae then, while 
you maintained that 2? of } percent wae 4 rate of inflation which was both accept. le 
and necessary for economic growth,” he wae told. 


"Yes, you turned out to be right,” he said, “but I now continue to think that it is 
necessary to accept a4 price imerease of 2 or 3} percent per year, but it gust really 
be kept down to that,” 


"Why ie it necessary, and how will you keep price increases down to that level?" 
he was asked. 


“Le te necessary because a drop in prices will result in further depression because 
of deferred production and consumption in anticipation of further price decreases, 
ae occurred in the 1930's," Ivar Norgaard replied, “Indeed, one aleo cannot avoid 
having some prices rise because of increases vhich come to us from outside, And if 
one then wante to avoid having other prices fall one is compelled to let the average 
price level increase a little bit, too. In fact, all price increases are now con- 
sidered a part of inflation..." 


"That seems to me to involve a mixing of concepts. In my view, inflation is a race 
between prices and income, while price increases because of shortages or price 
increases which come from outside do not, in themselves, constitute a manifestation 
ot Danish inflation, but they can contribute to triggering it," he was told. 


"When looked at in that way, I am in agreement with you on that,” he replied, “but 
then it ie crucial, if one wants to restrain inflation, that one does not end up 
in the other ditch, triggering widespread enticipetions of decreases in price, for 
we could get into a real depression that way." 


Self-Perpetuating 


“But don't expectations of continued price increases aleo have a tendency to be 
eelf-perpetuating, to a certain extent?" he was asked. “First we accustomed our- 
selves to an annual rate of 2 or 3 percent, and then more was needed to get con- 
tinued expansion, and in the beginning of the 1970's we were approaching a double- 
digit annual rate. Business people were actually urged to procure raw materials 
and manpower at almost any price to take advantage of the increasing demand. 
Finally, inflation affected the prices for land, real estate and other kinds of 
property having a etable value, and that, in turn, resulted in an enormous redis- 
tribution of assets in society." 


“Naturally, it is also necessary to keep tabs on real estate prices, but now the 


situation has changed again. Now « big drop in real estate prices is going on," he 
replied.

"Rut the greater part of the 1,000 billion kroner by whieh the value of real estate 
hae increased in Denmark ie atill ‘ntact,"” he wae told. “That must aleo have 
helped to bring shout the crisis,” 


"My main explanation continues to be that the decline was set in motion by estructural 
causes and that economic policies in various counteles, together with the very high 
interest rates, intensified it,” he replied, 


Excess Capacity 


"len't the building up of excess production capacity aleo 4 baste cause?” he was 
asked. “As examples, oue m think of the gigantic construction capacity sost 
countries built up in the 1960's, even though there certainly wae no need for it 
over the longer term. Another example is provided by the ehipyarde, which aleo have 
suffered for « long time from too great an overall capacity in relation to the need 


fo) vonnage. 


"To be sure, one probably can say that the system generates crises." he anewered, 
"but ic ie quite a jump from there to discarding the system, as they did in the 
Soviet Union." 


Alternate Society Models 


"But does it make sense to compare our society with the Soviet Union, which histori- 
cally has lain, and at present continues to lie at a lower stage of development, 

and whose social system certainly cannot be brought over here to operate under the 
conditions existing in Denmark’" he wae asked. 





"Indeed, there are no other concrete examples of an alternative model of development. 
The fact is that we cannot imagine a society which dispenses with the market systes," 
he replied. 


"But when one reade the Social Democratic Party's own program, isn't an alternative, 
democratic, socialistic society described in it?” he was asked. 


"I do not think one can say that. We always advocate a mixed society, with reten- 
tion of private property..." Ivar Norgaard answered. 


"...But with the central epheres under state control througn the nationalization of 
key industries, banks, etc. For example, can one imagine private banke in a social- 
democratic society?" he was asked. 


"No, that is true," he replied, "but in my opinion that can easily be combined with 
retention of a market system with private production and distribution, free consumer 
choice, etc.--that is, a mixed society under the control of the society. Where 
Denmark is concerned, there will aleo be imits on what we can nationalize. For 
example, it will not be possible to nationalize the A. P. Moller shipping companies 
because if that were done a flight of capital would take place." 
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An Alternative to che Buropean Community 


"We are living in a very open and a very dependent country,” Minister Norgaard 
said, “and we aleo would certainly like to held on to our distinctive national 
character and our sovereignty. tle it not that, among other things, which motivates 
the opposition to the Buropean Community?" 


"Ae far ae | am concerned,” he wae told, “what motivates the opposition is the fact 
that the Buropean Community in no way represente a democratic and socialistic 
alternative, The Buropean Community ie influenced by quite different political 
forces and builds onto a highly-developed capitaliem."” "What do you want to replace 
it with?" Norgaard replied. “Cooperation on limitations on a more popular level," 
he wae told, 


"The trade union movement has the greatest prospects in that program of cooperation, 
ae | eee it,” he said. “The quantities with which they operate are relatively clear, 
and they have a natural basis on which to cooperate." 


The Role of the Movements 


"Tl am thinking now of the broad, popular movements, too--the peace movement and 
othere--which, indeed, seem to be exercising an increasing amount of influence on 
politicians,” he was told, 


"The fact that the developing countries have called for a new world order is also 
_ mnected with that circumstance, and that fact has gained many sympathizers for 
them in our country. In international assemblies, we should urge the importance 
of these new movements. In the trade unions, people must try to bind each other, 
on an international basis, to support the implementation of certain demands--in 
regard to working hours, minimum wages, etc., for example--so that the national 
trade unions can avoid being played off one against the other," he said. 


Deflation or Readjustment 


"Yo revert to domestic politice at the conclusion of our interview, the government 
mintaine that they want us to produce our way out of the critical situation, that 
they are pursuing a policy calculated to improve our competitive position, etc. 
However, when one looks at what is being done, it reminds one, instead, of a good, 
old-fashioned deflation policy, where one pushes imports down by means of a decline 
in real wages and increased unemployment, hoping to improve the currency position 
gradually by that means,” he was told. 


"No, that is not the case,” he replied. "More deliberate shifting of resources to 
industries competing with imported products has been mentioned. That is a change 
which is facilitated by a number of different selective arrangements. it has not 
been sufficient to prevent an increase in unemployment. Therefore the government 
is stepping in again with an even more target-oriented policy aiming at improving 
the employment situation and saving more foreign currency. As a part of that 
policy, it is necessary, at the same time, to reduce consumption by private 
individuals. Consequently, it is not an old-fashioned deflationary policy, but 
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what hae been put in motion so far has been just too little. But both parte-- 

the selective policy intended to promote business and the suppression of consumption 
~ware pulling ua in the same direction, I think we should retain that policy for 

a few years, when the resulte will gradually become apparent." 


Limitations and Possibilities for Exercising Influence 


"Unfortunately, we are, in fact, subject to a few limitationea: politically, be- 
cause of the parliamentary situation, and nationally, because of the large foreign 
debt. That aleo meane that we must try all the time to persuade the other countries, 
through OECD and the European Community, to adopt another, more expansive policy," 
the Minieter eaid. “That, among other things, ie what we want to be doing at the 
European Community's so-called jumbo meeting in which the economy, finance and labor 
ministers participate. We want to exert pressure to get a policy which creates more 
employment adopted by the European Community. I am pinning my faith to the belief 
chat the election of Mitterrand means an altered French attitude in support of that 
line. If we can obtain a joint position there, we will be able to try to influence 
the other OECD countries when there is a meeting of economy and foreign affaires 
ministers on 16 and 17 July 1981, You ere, the Western countries’ economic policies 
are to be discussed there. And finally ve summit meeting--that ie, the meeting 

of the heade of government--of the European Community's Council is to be held on 

30 June.

AGRICULTURE COUNCIL PRESIDENT WARNS OF CRISIS

(Text) The President of the Agriculture Council, gentleman farmer H.0.A. Kjeldsen, 
said Wednesday, in his report at the Council's semiannual meeting in Copenhagen, 
that large and vital portions of Danish agriculture are on the brink of disaster 
and agriculcure's situation can now be compared with the situation in the 1930's. 


The only favorable elements in the most recent political compromise which he could 
single out for agriculture were the expansion of the K-[expansion unknown] loan 
arrangement, with the possibility of a further increase, and the Minister of 
Agriculture's promise to investigate the possibility of lighter taxation of 
individual operations. 


Commutation of Debts 


He strongly emphasized the importance of the coming negotiations with the govern- 
ment and expressed a hope that the government and the Folketing would understand 


the catastrophic nature of the developments threatening agriculture, and consequently 
threatening Danish society. 


"We assume that the coming weeke will be characterized by intensive negotiations 
with the government,” said H.0.A. Kjeldsen. "The main subject under d‘ecussion 
will have to be our proposal that there whould be a comprehensive commutation, or 
conversion, of debts for the purpose of obtaining a significant reduction of 
agriculture's interest outlays." 


Forced Sales 


"A reduction of the terms of trade in the 1980-81 fiscal year for the third year 

in a row will mean another serious economic decline, and the figures on forced 

sales also speak very clearly in that regard," said the President of the Agriculture 
Council. “During the period from 1 January to 15 May 1981, 674 forced sales of 


agricultural property were held, while only 570 such sales were held in 1980 and 
169 in 1979. 
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"In particular, the number of people employed in agriculture dropped off by 
approximately 20,000 and production and exporte fell off all along the line as a 
result of the fact that investments were cut in half in 1980 and 1961. That develop- 
cent will cost society a great deal more than it would have coset to remedy agricul- 
.vure's probleme at the proper time and in an effective way,” H.O.A. Kjeldsen said, 


Attereffecte of the Slaughterhouse Strike 


in hie report, the President of the Agriculture Council stated that we cannot expect 
to have recovered { m the aftereffects of the slaughterhouse strike to some extent 
until about September, 


Total exporte of agricultural producte brought in 27.5 billion kroner in 1980, which 
ie an increase of 13,1 percent over the previous year. At the same time, agricui- 
ture's net export value increased by 2.6 billion kroner to a total of 20.9 billion 
kroner in 1980. That means that the improvement of the overall trade balance by 

4.8 billion kroner in 1980 can be attributed to agriculture to a large extent. 

The 1980 grain harvest dropped off by approximately 7 percent and the sugar beet 
harvest by about 6 percent. Production of ewine is expected to increase in the 
present year while mily production ie unchanged, H.0O.A. Kjeldsen said. Cheese 
production has risen sharply, while the exportation of butter continues to fall off. 


Beef production fell off by 4 percent in 1980, 
Criticiem of the European Community 


in connection with the joint agricultural policy within the European Community, 
H.O.A. Kjeldsen laid etrese on the Agricultural Council's request for more equitable 
financing conditions, greater logistical security in all of Denmark, a prudent 
export policy in the European Community and a more appropriate system for trans- 
porting grain in Denmark. He thought that the European Community's Commission, at 
the moment, is most of all endeavoring to administer the agricultural policy in 
conformity with the budget in preference to making sure that the fixed prices are 
obtained. He thought it was unreasonable and ruinous for agricultural policy and 
emphasized the fact that a joint effort relieves the pressure on each country's 

own effort.

CONSERVATIVES END CONGRESS ON NOTE OF UNUSUAL HARMONY 
Helsinki HUFPVUDSTADSBLADET in Swedish 19 May 81 p 2 
[Editorial by Henrik von Bonedorff: "A Well-Mannered Congress") 


{Text} The three-day congress of the Conservative Party 
outwardly exhibited a picture of rare order in the ranks. The 
party leader Ilkka Suominem controlled the performance, But, 
writes Henrik von Bonedorff, one must ask if there was not 
almost order to excess. 


There is order in the ranks of the Conservative Party. This can well be said to 
be the main impression of the three-day Conservative Party congress last weekend. 
Party Chairman Ilkka Suominen conducted the first official grand inspection of 
his party with the sure haud of an experienced veteran. The crowds of 

thousands of congress delegates conducted themselves on the whole just so properly 
that they fit the image of a responsible, socially constructive and positively 
co-operative party which their chairman is trying to create of today's moderate 
right and which he himself symbolizes. 


Suominen received good help right at the start from the already traditional 

Gallup poll which he could present in his opening speech. It showed that, since 
the local government elections last year, the Conservative Party has further 
improved its figures by 1.4 percentage points, or to a total of 24.4 percent. 

It is true that this does not indicate a new leap forward, but it is still a 
fairly good trump card for a party boss who wants to prove that he has managed 

his assignment successfully. Its value is also increased by the fact, that 

it suggests the upward trend during the party's 15 years in opposition still has 
not ceased. Since 1966 the Conservative Party can show a total increase in its 
voter support of 10.6 percentage points, which is beginning to approach a doubling. 


No other party can pride itself on anything similar. The Social Democrats also 
note an increase compared to the local elections, and thus defend their undisputahle 
position as the largest party, but their 26.7 percent is, however, roughly half 

@ percentage point below the result of 1966. The other government groups have 
since last autumn met with setbacks--the Communists and the Liberals are the 

worst affected with a loss of roughly one percentage point. If one works out the 
present figures for the combined mid-trio (the Center Party + the Swedish 
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People's Party + the Liberal Party), which Suominen considers his most important 
political competitors, then their 25.2 percent today, compared to 33.7 during the 
election of 1966, shows a move backwards, which certainly strengthens the 
Conservative Party boss's confidence as leader of the most important party in the 
non~secialist group. 


The Conservative Party's pleasure is, however, spoiled by the fact that, in spite 
of all the election victories, it still dwelle in the corner where the opposition 
is doomed to remain. Thus, Ilkka Suomfnen obviously found it particularly 
important to infuse a dose of optimism nto his perple, when, by referring in 

his opening speech to the long-term tren in opinio,s development, he predicted 
‘hat the pressure on the electorial field would unavoidably soon lead to changes 
iu the present power constellations. 


Later in the debate both Pentti Sillantaus, chairman of the Parliament group, and 
the party chairman described in greater detail how the inner decay of the 
"Popular Front" has led to government paralysis. The three class parties only 
argue among themselves, and it has thus fallen to the Conservative Party's lot 

to intervene, in spite of its position as the opposition, and to make sure that 
something still gets done. The growth of the Conservative Party has thus more and 
more influenced the performance of the government, Sillantaus claimed. And 
Suominen called attention to the fact that the industrial workers’ and the 
farmers’ share of the working population has decreased from 70 to 50 percent since 
the middle sixties. The groups which the three big government parties represent 
thus make up a continuously narrowing base, which also motivates the 

Conservative Party's hopes for an imminent change in power. 


Still, Suominen cannot be totally sure of the prospects of a prompt liberation of 
the Conservative Party from the opposition trap. Last weekend's party congress 
therefore, on the whole, eloquently testified to the fact that he does not shy 
from any efforts to look after his party so that the desired presentability at last 
will be obtainable. 


This was particularly obvious in the foreign policy area. Acknowledgments to 

the Paasikivi-Kekkonen line and to our active, peace loving foreign policy were 
the connecting ideas during the discussions. One noticed that even a quite 
prominent representative for the alleged dissidents on the right, in so many words, 
urged the party leadership to immediately intervene against all eventual 
deviations from the official party line. 


The most spectacular move, however, was Ilkka Suominen's expressive appeal for a 
prompt extention of the Friendship, Cooperation and Mutual Assistance pact. The 
Conservative Party chairman is certainly not the first in this matter, but the 
Conservative Party is the first to present a suggestion in that direction at a 
regular party congress. Continuation can be expected during the long line of 
congresses which remain before the political spring season is over. Certain of 
Suominen's competitors in other parties have labeled his move unsuccessful 
meddling. And, clearly, internal competition among the parties in obvious eager- 
ness for the pact and its future would hardly be purposeful. That Ilkka Suominen 
in his present position felt the need to declare, as forcefully as possible, his 
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view of the pact a8 a foundation pillar of foreign policy, hardly anyone can blame 
him. 


Even domestically, Ilkka Suominen is making an effort to give hia party a softer 
profile, There is no doubt that he is striving to guide his party on to a 
mcderate line, close to the middle, and in some cases even a bit on the other 
side of the midline. The Conservative Party must not oppose or slow down a 
positive development in our society, he claims. Only if someone tries to shake 
the foundations of our Fenno-Scandinavian democracy or our economic system, based 
on private ownership, then the Conservative Party will offer resistance. As to 
the reat, it wants to be a reform party for all “in time." 


The Gallup poll figures published shortly before the congress show, however, that 
Suominen's message has not yet reached or convinced the whole electorate. Most 
people still consider the Conservative Party to be our most rightwing party, 
besides also being a kind of conservative restraint on the development of society. 


it is not easy to convince its adversaries--so the figures are understandable. Of 
greater interest is therefore the question of whether Suominen meets with 

sympathy among his own ranks. The party congress last weekend seemed to show that 
his position as party boss is completely indisputable. The intentions of the 
party leadership were almost unanimously accepted. Not even the recalcitrant 
members on the right or their antipole on the youth wing did this time protest. 


This seems to indicate that Suominen has the party well in hand. The question is 
only if the placid picture exhibited by the congress is realistic as weli. If 
there was not “order” to excess? The answer is decisive with regard to the new 
Conservative Party leaders’ chances to reach the ambitious goals he has set for 
himself.

GOVERNMENT ISSUES MUNICIPAL REGULATLONS 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 6 Jun 81 p 12 
[Article by Nilgun Tarkan) 


[Text] Ankara--A “municipal draft law" prepared by a committee at the Ministry 
of Interior authorizes the Council of Ministers to dissolve municipal councils, 
to dismiss mayors under certain circumstances. It also sets forth guidelines 

by which the Council will fix mayoral salaries. In addition the draft makes the 
formation of municipalities mandatory in villages with a population of over five 
thousand. The municipal draft law classifies urban areas as “town”, "city", and 
“metropolis”, and proposes that settlements with a population of up to 30,000 be 
called “towns”, from 30,001 to 100,000 "cities", from 100,001 and over 
“metropolises". According to the draft settlement units having municipal organ- 
izations will be named “municipalities” and municipalities will be established 
in all villages, province and district seats with a population of five thousand 
and over. 


The draft deletes the provision that settlements with a population exceeding 
five thousand can be classified as villages, and with a view to ensure the 
proper development of touristic areas includes the provision, based on the 
opinion of the Ministry of Touriem and Information that municipalities can be 
formed in areas with populations exceeding 3000. 


The draft foresees that the salaries of the mayors should be established by the 
Council of Ministers, on the basis that the method of establishing the said 
salaries by the municipal councils “had raised certain objections". According 
to this provision every year in September, the Council of Ministers will estab- 
lish the minimum and maximum salaries of the mayors, taking into consideration 
the criteria for “town”, “city”, and “metropolis” and the actual salary will 

be determined by municipal councils on the condition that the salaries are 
within this range. In addition the draft foresees the payment of a representa- 
tion allowance amounting to twenty percent in towns, thirty percent in cities 
and forty percent in metropolises of the mayor's salaries. 


In the event that it ir established by studies made by the Ministry of Interior 
that municipal council] . discuss or reach resolutions on such issues as the in- 
tegrity and indivisibiiity of the country, national unity and solidarity, the 
authority of the state, concept of secularism, secessioniam, racism, secterianien 
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and foreign ideologies, the said councils will be dissolved by the Council of 
Ministers. In the event that the participation of mayors in these resolutions 
is established, they will be dismissed by the Council of Ministers and will 
forfeit the right of re-election for the following term. 


The draft also provides for the municipalities to mutually employ doctors, 
veterinaries and technical personnel and enables town municipalities to run 
bus services between provinces, districts and subdistricts and also between 
other towns and villages. 


According to the draft, mayors will personally appoint all employees at ali 
levels. The draft, which foresees that places like resort areas, scenic sites 
and beaches are to be included within municipal juriediction, stipulates that 
the capital municipality and its metropolitan areas will be regulated by 
future legislation. Until such legislation is promulgated, the provisions of 
thie draft law will be enforced in the said area. The election of the members 
of municipal councils and mayors will also be regulated by special legislation.

DEPENSE MINISTER SWARLEN ON 10-YBAR PLAN 
Brussels KNACK in Duteh 3 Jun 81 pp b-% 
[Interview with Prank Swaelen by Prank de Moor] 


[Text] This week in the Ministerial Committee for Boonomic 
and Social Coordination discussion of the 10-year plan for 
military investments will continue. Since it is actually the 
first time that @ ministry--and the Ministry of Defense at 
that--has presented such « plan to the government as Se ae 
and there are still a number of absurdities in it, we 

Defense Minister Prank Swaelen (CVP [Social Christian Party)) 
to start with what is the value of such « 10-year plan. 


Prank Swaeien: Such « plan has no juridical value, but only @ political value. 
This way at least the government knows what to stick to in the coming years, 
even though the plan is subject to annual revisions. But from now on anyone 
who proposes a © gust be answerable with regard to the 10-year plan, so 
that everybody can find out what the repercussion of that change is on other 
investment programs. That happened, for le, when the core cabinet decided 
on 4 May no longer to help finance the AWACS [Airborne Warning and Control Sys- 
tem) -Boeing fleet. 


[Question] The list of priorities that is now embodied in the 10-year plan will 
be valid for some little time, will it not? 


Swacien: Those are indeed the priorities as the minister of defense presents 
them to the government. If the general staff or NATO wants to postpone certain 
programs or shift priorities, then the whole discussion will have to be started 
up. The 10-year program also does not relieve me of the obligation to lay every 
new program before the Ministerial Committee for Economic and Social Coordina- 
tion (CMCES) or before ali their 

defense minister's 
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hot to mention the fact that as 4 warplane it would have an integrated fire con- 
trol system, Besides that, the procurement of equi t for defense against 
nuclear, biological, and chemical warfare is far ind in the 10-year plan, and 
the new medica os is also — behind, Yet we are talking here about 
materiel the necessity of which has been felt as urgent in the field, 


Swaeien: I should like to qualify what you are saying somewhat, The procurement 
of the NBC [nuclear, biological, and chemical] protective materiel does indeed 
have low priority in the planning, but that does not mean that the elementary NBC 
equipment does not exist mow, It is only the considerable improvements that are 
for later. As concerns the medical service, please do not forget the current 
program provisions for that service. We do have problems with the purchase of a 
number of very sophisticated but perhaps not such ne items, such, for 
example, as the containers that comprise complete operat rooms on wheels. 


With regard to the apparatus that would — other things enable the Mirages to 
carry Out their @issions without contact with the ground beacons, you must know 
that the purchase of that equipment has not yet been decided on, because it is 
connected with the problem of replacement of the Mirages in their entirety. 


[Question] Does the 10-year plan not contain a number of priorities that are not 
at all necessary and are not even requested by NATO? Take, for example, the re- 
placement of the Nike antiaircraft system by Patriot antiaircraft rockets. On 

\9 December 1979 we reported how the Belgian Air Porce had compelled NATO to 
withdraw its original decision and so not to relieve Belgium of the Nike mission. 


Swaelen: In that connection no definitive choice has yet been made. In NATO 
the discussion is still going on about how the Nike ground-to-air rocket system 
must be replaced and who must ultimately do that. 


[Question] In 1979, with the approval of the defense office, Belgium, together 
with a number of other countries, signed a memorandum of understanding, and now 
has a representative in the Patriot control group. 


Swaelen: We take part in so many study programs. Before AWACS we sat in on such 
a control group, and we came very near not participating. As far as Patriot is 
concerned, in any case no firm decision has been made yet. All programs that are 
announced by the Belgian Ministry of Defense in the 10-year plan correspond to a 
high NATO priority. 


[Question] But the Long Term Defence Plan, which was approved in Washington in 
1978 and was taken up in Brussels on 13 and 14 May 1980 and accelerated, provides 
for a number of things that not a word is said about in the 10-year plan. Thus, 
among other things, the LTDP [Long Term Defence Plan] discusses the setting up 

of reserve units, of large stocks of ammunition and war materiel, of the expansion 
of airports and arsenals, etc. Exactiy 14 days ago an American study appeared, 

by the House Government Operations Committee under the chairmanship of Jack Brooks, 
a Democrat from Texas and chairman of the North Atlantic Assembly, in which it 

was stated outright that nothing has happened in Burope since 1978 within the 
framework of Long Term Defence Planning. The study points among other things to 
a shortage of antitank ammunition, a lack of airlift capacity, too slow expansion 
of first-line stockpiles, the lack of a plan to receive American reinforcements 


in Europe, etc. 
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Swaelen; Many of those things are done within the envelope of operating costs 
and for that reason do not get into the 10-year plan, I am thinking of the ia- 
provement of the reserve units, their training, and so forth. Although | am not 
inted with Brooks's study, it seems to me a number of those programs come 
r the heading of NATO infrastructure, Thus * participates substantially 
in the expansion of the so-called forward etorage eites, but we do that together 
with other countries. Brooks's criticiem is thus directed toward the NATO part- 
ners in general, | must admit that we have problems on our hands in the matter 
of certain reserves and stocks. The ammunition for the P-16 is one of those. 
That also applies to the artillery. 


Now I think that every department that has to do with the maintenance of strate- 
gic stocks is con@éronted with that problem, and I even experienced it in connec- 
tion with the latest Wintex maneuver (papers, etc.). 


[Question] Don't you think it is often more expedient to place certain orders 
abroad right away and then compensate for them in high-technology sectors, than 
to insist on manufacturing whatever it is in Belgium and then, because of the 
limited market for it, to pay billions [of francs] more for it? 


Swaelen: We must, indeed, not try to manufacture everything ourselves no matter 
what. There are certain programs, of course, as stated in the 10-year plan, that 
can be carried out by Belgian firms at competitive prices. Even a slightly higher 
price is acceptable, although that requires study. One of these times we must 
thrash out the matter in Belgium of who pays the extra price for the benefit of 
our own industry. In the Netherlands, for example, it is not the Ministry of 
Defense, but the Ministry of Beonomic Affairs, and I mean to lay that problem be- 
fore the government some time. 


On the other hand, it is also sometimes hard to pry loose technologically high- 
quality compensating commodities, and that is another reason that cooperation with 
the Ministry of Bconomic Affairs is so important. 


‘Dilemma 


[Question] One of the procurement matters in which that problem arises is the 
requested replacement of the Mirages, on which both certain industrialists and 
certain military men are now insisting. 


Swacien: But you ece facing us with a dilemma. You warn us against both the 
F-16 and the Mirage lobby. What must we do then’ 


[Question] Respect the 10-year plan. 

Swaelen: There is not a single reason that we would not do that. 

[Question] That means decide on the replacement in 1984 and not before. 
Swaeclen: I have asked the Staff of the Air Force for a study, and I should get 
it soon within the framework of discussion of the matter in the general stat’. 


I quite realize that we cannot push that problem aside, no matter what side you 
look at it from. 
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[Question] Then do you think that this program can be plucked out of the list 
of priorities and a decision may be made on it before 19844, perhaps this year, 
as some hope’ 


Swaelen: it is clearly indicated in my proposal that the Mirages are only to be 
replaced starting in 1984, I cannot say more at this time, 


[Question] Another ram, which is less talked about but at least lly in- 
portant, has to do with the purchase of 155 mm cannons with automated fire con- 
trol system, Won't this program get in a bind if the Mirages should suddenly be 
replaced now? 


Swaelen: It can be seen from the 10-year program that the field artillery enjoys 
priority over the replacement of the Mirages., The only thing that may have to 
be taken into account in connection with the modernization of the field artillery 
is the moratorium to which the government obligated itself on 22 March. This 
means that five ministries, including defense, are obligated to spend one billion 
less. How we divide that among us still remaine to be settled, 


[Question] The new 155 am guna, which are mounted on tracked vehicles, will, if 
as expected they are American, once more bring to the fore a group of firms which 
includes the firm of Asco, which has been under discussion in “7 years and in 
connection with which there are rather damaging reports from the High Committee 
of Supervisors. Can you, as the new minister of defense, commit yourself to mak- 
ing these reports public and clearing the matter up at least somewhat before a 
contract for about 20 billion francs is concluded’? 


Swacien: I cannot answer that juridically offhand. On the other hand, I do not 
intend to evade that problem at all. I ask nothing better than that there should 
be the greatest openness and the greatest clarity in such matters. 


[Question] Do you not sometimes get the impression that the Ministry of Defense 
has become more important to industry than to the defense of the country? 


Swaelen: i do not believe that. As a member of the government I naturally always 
have an eye on the well-being of our industry, but the concern of the Ministry of 
Defense is still to buy the functionally best materiel, which will also gaintain 

the credibility of NATO. 
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SLTUATLON OF ARMENIAN COMMUNITY IN ITALY

[Text] The Children of the Armenian Diaspora 


"As an Armenian living in Italy, how do you feel about terrorist acts perpetrated 

by Armenians and even recently reported by the Italian as well as the foreign press? 
Do you believe that violence is a morally legitimate means to an end, such as the 
birth of a totally free and independent state in the lands once inhabited by Armenians? 
And do you think that the recurrence of these acts may tarnish the image and the 

good name that the Armenian man, the Armenians, have in Italy and abroad?" 


These are some of the questions that, together with others on the same subject, we 
asked of a certain number of Armenians residing in Italy. Not a large number, just 

a emall sample for the purpose of a survey. And just a sample if one considers that 
there are fewer than 3,000 Armenians living in Italy, an almost insignificant percen- 
tage of the approximately 5.5 million Armenians scattered in almost every country in 
the world. This minute percentage, however, is definitely representative of the 
opinions of that part of the Armenian people who migrated to the West. ‘The Armenians, 
even though they are scattered in the diaspora, think and beheve according to a common 
national and regional denominator which is cohesive and strongly felt, although 
probably with some variations according to geographic area and age group. 


In other words, within certain limits, a survey among Italian-Armenians can be con- 
sidered fairly representative of the 2.5 million Armenians living in the West (versus 
the full 3.5 million living in Soviet Armenia and the rest of the USSR). Such 
reliability is also based, among other thing: , on the more than qualified even if 
minute Ltalian-Armenian community and on constant contacts with the other western 


Armenian communities. There is a sense of unity among Armenians which, even if more 
diluted, resembles that existing among 5 The —— matrix of this unity, 
besides the motivation for mutual help which is inborn in minorities, is the Armenian 


Apostolic Church, which today, after 17 centuries, is still the pillar of the Armenian 
world and of the Armenians. Then there are movements, parties, newspapers and seminars 
among western Armenians, although there is some difficulty with regard to Turkey. 
Communications among Armenians, with the exception of those in the USSR, are fast and 
easy; about one-fourth or one-fifth of Armenians read the same major dailies of the 
Western World. 
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No matter how email, then, the Italian community is enriched by the presence of that 
pillar constituted by religion, culture and Armenian tradition which is the convent 
of the Mechitaristi fathers on the island of San Lagszaro in Venice and, aleo in 
Venice, of the Armenian Moorat-Raphael College. It is in this boarding school that 
a large number of Armenian graduates, from Italy and elsewhere, completed a rigorous 
secondary-school education, 


Every year in April the Armenians commemorate the beginning of the genocide in which, 
starting in 1915 and for some subsequent years, a frightful succession of massacres, 
persecutions of every kind and destruction took place. The number of deaths, from 1 
million to 1.5 million according to the sou.ces, makes it possible to define the 
“operation” of extermination of the Armenians conducted by the Turkish government of 
nat time (but minor massacres had already taken place toward the end of the 10th cen- 
tury) as the “first genocide of the 20th century." Second place in this lugubrious 
classification should go to the genocide of 6 mililon Ukrainian Kulake (1933). It 

is said that Stalin commented that “if a single murder ie a tragedy, a genocide is 
only a statistic." 


The dream of an "Armenian Homeland" seemed to come true, at least as beachhead, during 
the convulsions preceding the end of World War I, precisely on 28 May 1918, with the 
recognition of the Republic of Armenia by the Turkish Government. (This is why on 

26 May last year, in Paris, a bomb directed against an Armenian cultural center 
exploded in the hands of another tenant, a Portuguese, killing him. At least 10 
years had passed since an attack against Armenians had been made in France. Rather 
frequent, on the contrary, are the attacks on Turkish diplomats). 


Less than ephemeral was the life of the “Republic of Armenia” of 28 May. After a few 
months the USSR incorporated it in its territory and in 1923 proclaimed it an auto- 
nomous republic, with borders which however left, as a precaution, Armenian popula- 
tions in neighboring Georgia and Azerbaijan. In the meantime, the treaty of Severes, 
which established an independent Armenia but which, if put into effect, could have 
destabilized one of the most important areas of the world at that time, had been 
filed away and forgotten with the Allies’ tacit agreement. Thus “political con- 
siderations” took away the sovereignty of a people of survivors who escaped a geno- 
cide of which today's world is almost ignorant. 


Estimated to be approximately 3 million at the beginning of the century, Armenians 
today number about 5.5 million. The largest nucleus (2.2 million) lives in Soviet 
Armenia, another 1.5 million in the neighboring republics of Azerbaijan and Georgia 
and in the rest of the USSR. Another large percentage (less than 500,000) lives in 
the United States, particularly in California, centered in Fresno (where the Armenian 
Saroyan died a few weeks ago.) The percentage in France is large: 250,000. Iran 
follows (200,000) but [this group] is in the process of making a hurried exodus; 
next come Lebanon and Syria (same situation). In Turkey there are between 50,000 
and 150,000 Armenians, according to different sources; the number varies depending on 
whether or not one includes the so-called “mountain Turks," who are Armenians, 

cbough they may not acknowledge it. 


' ler had aberrant theories to justify the elimination of Jews, while Stalin had 
economic reasons to exterminate by starvation millions of Ukrainians. What about 
the Turks? For centuries the Turks had accepted the Armenian presence (also Kurds 
and other minorities), tolerating it more or less, according to the period and the 
events. Although it is true that in the course of time there were Armenians who 
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held important government positions, it is aleo true that, on the whole, the Armenians 
of the Ottoman Empire were treated almost always ae second-class  isensa. Suffice 
it to say, even if it is a detail more symbolic than important, (i« Chey were not 
allowed to ride horses. They could ride mules and donkeys but not horses, The same re- 
atriction was imposed on the Spanish under Arab occupation and on Bulgarians under 
Ottoman occupation, 


But the "Young Turke" movement, with the ensuing climate of supernationalization, 
wae the factor that intensified the Turks’ aversion toward the Armenians (also the 
Kurds and others). It was the formation of an Armenian legion operating next to the 
Russians which caused the situation to worsen when the war of 1914 broke out, in 
addition to the fact that 180,000 Russian-Armenians were enlisted in the Czarisat army. 
This was the spark, even if it was known afterwards that the operation had been 
prearranged, that induced the Turks to coneider all Turkish-Armeniane as a “fifth 
column," to be eliminated with complete disregard for age or sex, It was, at any 
rate, @ more than brutal reaction, and senseless as well: By the same token, except 
for the religious connotation, Italy should have eliminated all the people in the 
regions of Trento and Veneto who, during the war, had fought with the Austrian army. 


What do the Armenians want now, at least the Italian-Armenians we have contacted, from 
Turkey and from the West, which they blame for having dropped the Sevres promises? 
When we say now, we mean the last 15 years, because before then their requests re- 
mained more or less closed within the confines of their communities, ail of which 

were involved, up to World War II, in building a roof and finding work. They were 
shipwrecked and now they have set foot on the beach. What, then, are they asking 

for? 


First of all they would like today's Turkey to recognize the genocide commited in 
1915 by the then Ottoman Empire. All the attempts made until now, even through the 
United Nations, have failed to accomplish anything. The prospects are such, in the 
present international political climate, that the chances for this recognition can 
be foreseen as practically null. “The Jews," say the Armenians unanimously, “saw 
Willd Brandt on his knees at Auschwitz. We haven't seen anything.” Second, they 
would like to see an end to the discrimination to which Armenians are subjected in 
Turkey. Third, they would like the return of Armenian lands adjacent to Soviet 
Armenian lands, which are also Armenian. On this third point too, the Armenians 
are in total agreement, but they are divided, as well as on the first and the 
second, on how to go about obtaining what they request. Bombs are one way of 
getting it. 


Then what do Armenians think of terrorism, of their terrorism? Here is a first an- 
swer, or rather an anticipated answer. It comes from an Armenian who recently arrived 
from the Middle East and has not yet mastered Italian. It is a radical anewer. 

"The West has given independence and sovereignty to certain primitive African states 
where some people still live on trees and where the beating of drums is the on!y 
music. We Armenians, a people with 30 centuries of civilization and culture, are only 
ghosts. The time has come to act, to be heard, as the Jews did for Jerusalem, "Next 
year at Ararat.” Ararat, now in the USSR, is the mountain where, according to the 
Bible, Noah's Ark landed after the Flood. That is well known.

Those who are hitting are only patriote who demand 
the recognition of their righte. Some italian friends, 4 good 5 years ago, when there 
wae © terreoriem in italy, weed to tell me, "You Armenians are like sheep; why don't 
you oe something?’ Now we ere no longer sheep.” A woman says in 4 very loud wice 
sut with great sweetness: "My family had 52 members massacred. But I don't think 
we showld talk of being of not being sheep. 1 am against violence, I don't justify 
any kind of terrorien, And I really don't think that the solution for regaining 

our homeland lies in the bombs...” An almost general, emotional applause follows.

it's true, whe doen't we look for a different way to alert public opinicat” 


Another Armenian student says, in rather uncertain Italian: “Il entirely disagree, 

We Armenians gust fight next to ali oppressed peoples who are fighting for their 
independence, for their land, | agree that among ue there should be an educational 
process, but education is net enough, The only way te follow ie that of terrorias 
and patrtiotien, A bomb makes everybody talk, not only the Armenians. Sesides, how 
ie it that Ireland's Dublin and lerael obtained their independence? And what are the 
Palestinians doing?" 


A Weyeareold doctor, Gregorio Chekikian, moderator of the meeting says: “Il believe 
that |terrorist) attempts aim to arouse public opinion, not to start 4 battle, or a 
war. wen if it happened that in some inetances innocents have been hit, I believe 
we should not be ashamed of some attempte whose perpetrators are certainly desperate 
people made desperate by the indifference of politicians and public opinion. But 

i @uet say that | aleo disagree on the subject of violence because the attempts have 
cavueed more hare than good, making ue ewitch our role from victimes to that of guilty 
party.” 


Again Basdrmagdaan: “Let's remember that we were massacred for religious reasone, 
because we were Christians. if we want to call ourselves Girietians and eo be judged, 
we cannot claim the right to deprive anyone of hie life, regardless of the reason. 
With regard to the publicity created by the attempts, let's remember that publicity 
is worth nothing, is thrown away, unless it is backed by an organisation ready to 
market the publicized product and 4 market prepared to accept it. Otherwise you go 
bankrupt. Boys, today we don't have an organisation or 4 market. Purthermore I ask 
myself if there ien't a hidden hand ready to exploit the motivation and the generosity 
of these boye. We are 411 well prepared to do something for our cause, but I really 
fear that someone is badly exploiting our preparedness. But 411 that is happening 

is welcome, if it is all organized by Armenians and just for the Armenian cause.”

Diroan Alexanian is « doctor in hie fifties. Alexanian begins by stating, in contra- 
diction to two or three “boye” who epoke, that it is untrue chat the Armenian diaspora 
hae been inactive since 1915, namely since the genocide.
